1. Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application being examined 
was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily published under 35 U.S.C. 
122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment 
by the AIPA (pre-ATPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 1- 3, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Monroe 
(US 6?53,064). 



Information Disclosure Statement 
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Re claims 1-3, and 5, Monroe discloses a closed circuit television system (figs. 1, 5, 6, 9, 
and 13) comprises at least one wired camera (29 d of fig. 9) is connected to the controller (85 of 
fig. 9) and at least one wireless video camera (29a of fig. 9); at least one monitor (93 of fig. 9) 
having plurality of channels (91a-91n, 95 of fig. 9), at least one video port coupled to at least one 
channel for connection via the wired video camera (85 and 87 of fig. 9); a wireless receiver (81, 
81a of fig. 9) for having at least one channel for receiving a video signal from the wireless video 
camera (29a); wherein the receiver for receiving video signals from a plurality cameras (29a and 
210a) (col. 19, lines 47-54); wherein the monitor has a quad splitter (93 of fig. 9) for dividing 
into four segments, each segment displaying a video image corresponding to a different video 
signal (91a-91n of fig. 9), where the monitor displays the video signal from the channel (91a); 
and one of the segment display for displaying a video image corresponding a wireless video 
camera (col. 19, lines 55-67); where the monitor comprises circuitry for output image display on 
the monitor to a processing appliance (9 In of fig. 1). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Monroe (US 



6J53.064) in view of VanZeeland (US 5,448,290). 
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Re claim 4, Monroe discloses the receiver (81 of fig. 9) for receiving wireless video 
signal but Monroe fails to specifically disclose a switch for switching the wireless receiver 
between wireless cameras as specified in claim 4. 

However, VanZeelan teaches a witch control box (12' of fig. 3) having a switch (14' of 
fig. 3) for switching the wireless receiver between wireless cameras (10 of fig. 3). Taking the 
teachings of Monroe and VanZeeland together as a whole, it would have been obvious to one 
skill in the art to implement the switch (14' of fig. 3) of VanZeeland on the receiver (81 of fig. 9) 
of Monroe for the same purpose of switching the received video signals between the wireless 
cameras. Doing so would provide improvements to the close circuit television observation 
system that would make the use of mobile cameras (wireless cameras) a practical and 
inexpensive alternative or addition as suggested by VanZeeland (col. 2, lines 28-31). 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Kasahara et al (US 5,936,679) discloses a television receiver having multiple 
communication capabilities.
